PETROGRAD, Feb, 15.—At last, after 
an fhteresting journey, I am able to 
cable my first message from Soviet Rus- 
sia. It must be confined to an account 
of my travels here as I have had no 
time yet to look closely into affairs and 
am anxious not to write until I am sure 
of my facts. 


I took advantage of the opportunity 
offered me of traveling to Moscow with 
the Russian delegates who were return- 
ing after conducting the peace negotia- 
tions with Esthonia. They left Dorpat 
forty-eight hours after the ‘signatures 
had been affixed, that is, on Thesday, 
Feb. 3, and it seemed better to accept 
the option of traveling with them rather 
than with the courier, who did not leave 
until the following Saturday. ? 

Leaving my hotel-soon after 8 o'clock, 
I joined my new companions at dinner 
in the mansion which they had occupied 
for the last two months. Not often has 
a brighter-faced company sat along both 
sides of a narrow table. With several 
of them I was already personally ac- 


quainted and all had become ar to 
me by sight during the ‘ai as. 
“Many of “my ‘tedders™ would” 


have looked upon that. lively dinner 
party with very much the same gasp of 
astonishment which I gave on first meet- 
ing those delegates. The Bolsheviki, 
somehow, have become associated in 
one’s mind with coarse-featured men 
with bloodshot eyes and a .cruel and 
furtive aspect. As for the women Bol- 
sheviki, my imagination had failed 
hitherto to picture anything so unpleas- 
ant. And here I was sitting at dinner 
with several pretty girls and handsome 
iads, a few smiling ladies of more ma- 
ture years and perhapS a dozen middle- 
aged men, all very genial and friendly. 
Enthusiasm Seemed Childlike. 

In other words, thosé Bolsheviki looked 
and behaved just like ordinary, happy 
human beings, and there was a certain 
subdued spirit of childiike enthusiasm 
that permeated the party as of business 
people on a holiday jaunt. 

One pretty girl had a head of short 
curls, another was remarkable for her 
rosy cheeks, and a third displayed a 
beautiful neck.

So human 
were these typists of Soviet Russia that 
I even caught two of them giggling.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22, — Having 
practically given up hope that Congress 
will defeat the pending railroad legis- 
lation when it comes up for final action 
in the Senate tomorrow, officers and 
committees of the various railway labor’ 
organizations are gathering here tonight 
from all parts of the country to hold one 
of the largest and most important con- 
ventions staged by representatives of 
the railway employes. They will appeal 
to President WHson and ask him to 
recognize what they allege te be the 
justice of their demands. 
The prediction is made that the Senate 
will certainly pass before sundown te- 
morrew the railroad legislation which 
was approved in the House of Repre- 
sentatives yesterday by a vote of 250 to 
150, despite the best efforts which or- 
ganized labor was able to put forth. 
There had been a report that Senator 
La Follette of Wisconsin, who is ex- 
pected to reach Washington in time to 
take part in the debate in the Senate, 
would conduct a filibuster and try to 
defeat the bill. It now is reported that 
must pass, and that he is opposed 
to many. of its provisipas and.will speak 
against them; hé “will not try ‘to prevent 
final action being taken.

| quite natural in Berlin, but inconceiy- 


able in. allied countries. A treaty 
should not be revised before it is ap- 
plied unless its application is not want- 
ed. The Germans wish with all their. 
might to prevent the application of the 
treaty—that is evident. Will they find 
among the Allies. unconscious co-opera- 
tion in a manoeuvre directed against the 
Allies themselves? That is the point I 
wish to exarhine. 

‘The idea of revision has-its root’in 
a legend—a legend that the most for- 
midable treaty in the history of the 
world- was Amprovised and patched up 
by four fallible and badly informed men,’ 
secluded in a dark room, and imposed” 
upon the world according to the vaga- 
ries of their fancy. To this legend it is 
time td” oppose some facts. 

“The treaty was studied, prepared 
and. discussed for six months by fifty- 
two: technical commissions, to which 
each country sent its best qualified spe- 
cialists and-which.held 1,646. meetings. 
The conclusions of _ the commissions, 
verified by twenty-six inquiries'on the 
spot, were -discussed. from Jan. 10 to 
June 28 by three ‘bodies, the Council of 
Ministers of Foreign Affairs, which held 
thirty-nine - meetings; the . Council of 
Ten, which held: seventy-two, and- the 
Council of Four, whith held 145. 

“ ‘These three councils heard the Presi- 
dents of the technical commissions and 
all the representatives of. the allied and 
neutral ‘countries’ interested.” Finally, 
when at the begirming of May the texts 
were completed, a Council of Ministers 
of each.of the great. powers was called 
upon to deliberate upon them. :. 

*On ‘May .7 the treaty. was handed to 
the Germans, and three @ays later they 
began to discuss it. Between May 10 and 
June 28 the commissions in over 250 ses- 
sions and the Council of Four in seventy- 
six minutely revised all the articles.

Our plan involves that this building should be con- 
structed by subscriptions from the people of the city, rich 
and poor and irrespective of the amount of any one’s finan- 
cial means, and particularly that the time to do it is now, 
when the incidents of the war are fresh in the minds of 
the public and when those whose sons and other relatives 


. served and died on the other side are here, 


(2) It is well for us at this time to call to your atten- 


tion the aims and purposes of the Victory Hall Associa- 
tion so. that hereafter there can be no misunderstanding. 


The group of men and women who stand behind this 
Association, who founded it and incorporated it, have no 
degire to enter into competition with any other public- 


spirited citizens who desire to accomplish something for ~ 


the welfare of New York, or who feel it their duty, as we 
feel it our duty, to erect a memorial to our honored dead. 


At the inception of the movement for which we stand 
sponsors, we carefully investigated the activities of other 
groups in other cities throughout the United States. We 
found that the National Fine Arts Federation and the 
American Institute of Architects from their national head- 
quarters had issued very specific - instructions governing 


the procedure of bodies such as ours. 


We felt it our duty to be guided by the advices of the 
most eminent authorities in this country, and so we fol- 
lowed explicitly the instructions and the advice that we 
obtained from what we believe to be the most distinguished 
and able leaders in painting, in sculpture and in archi- 
tecture and formally constituted and generally recognized 
bodies. 


The American Firie Arts Federation distinetly advises 


that the first consideration in the erection of arly memorial. 


@s to carefully consider the best type of memorial ‘to be 
erected in any particular place; secondly, to be careful to 
select an available site that shall be the very heart and 
center of the city in which &e memorial is to be placed. 
The American Institute of Architects distinctly states 
that competitions are to be avoided, if possible, if it be 
possible to obtain the services of the proper architects, 
“sculptors and painters by direct employment. 


Following the above considerations, which we, after 
exhaustive discussion and careful investigation and mature 
deliberation, thoroughly approve, we decided to build a 
building that should ‘be an everlasting monument to our 
heroic dead; that would serve in the years and centtiries 
to come as a symbol of the ideals and the aspirations that 
led the men and women of New York City to offer their 
lives and make the supreme sacrifice. We felt it our duty 
and our privilege; irrespective of what others might ac- 
complish, to insure the building of such a monument as 
we felt should be a worthy pas of our sats catl to 
those who died. 


We felt that the best expression of this sentiment could 
be obtained by the erection of a great auditorium in the 
very heart of the city that would serve every man and woman 
in the city; this auditorium to be a great central forum of

A NEW AMERICANISM. 

Those who have been perplexed by 
the various problems of Americaniza- 
tion may find seme few of their per- 
plexities removed by JoHN SPaRco’s 
article in The Review upon the admis- 
sion of aljens into the Socialist Party. 
It is true, Mr: SParGo says, that 
“ aliens of every. Kind ** .are admitted. 
He acknowledges that the party con- 
stitution. gives: them ‘‘ the: right to 
& contro}, the’ action of the ‘party's 

‘ represéntatives ” at Albany, . ‘and 
that..‘* in-practice they do so.’’: Inthe 
Judiciary Committee inquiry -it “has 
been shown that it is'*‘ possible for a 
‘* representative of the party in public 
‘* office to be subject to the control of 
‘‘@ majority composed in. large: patt, 
‘‘or even exclusively,/ of non-citizens 
4 entirely unfamiliar with the lan- 
‘* puage of the country or with its 
** political and social institutions.’’ In 
a nation supposedly ruled by a ‘ rep- 
resentative ‘democratic ‘government,’ 
Mr.. Sparco admits -that this is ‘fa 
truly astonishing condition.”” .But, 

with a gravity. which’ is: apparently 
real, and no’ mask for the comedian’s 
satire, he counsels ‘us: to stop, look 
and. listen before we take steps to 
alter the little arrangement. Perhaps 
a vaster danger lies beyond. ~*~ 

The danger ‘is that ‘if we no longer 
allow these’ aliens, who do not under- 
stand our language and abhor our. in-. 
stitutions, to steer ‘our Ship of State 
through ‘the: agency of ‘the Socialist 
Party, they will rise against us under 
foreign guidance..and sinspiration— 
hamely, as Bolsheviki. ° I car imag- 
‘‘ine nothing more undesirable than 
‘that Socialists coming from Russia, 
‘* Poland, Italy or Hungary,. for. ex- 
*“ample, stiould be encouraged to form 
“in this country branches of the So- 
“« clalist Party of-the European coun- 
**try from which they come.” Over 
there ‘‘ tremendous issues will hayé to 
be solved ’” and-*' the thoughtful. stu- 
dent -of.. American * problems *’ “is 
warned against the peril of allowing 
European violence to be imitated: by 
aliens here, Our Socialist Party, on 
the other hand, being ‘‘ under. the 
necessity of getting votes,’* quite sim- 
ply and naturally “ uses évery pos- 
** sible effort to compel its members 
** to become citizens.’’ Mr. Sparco is 
inclined to think that the party, by 
thus insisting upon naturalizing and 
voting its more violent members, has 
ba ‘rendered... the nation a. very great 
service.” Arid still his ‘mask of so- 
lemnity, if it be a mask, reveals no 
gleam of Aristophanic humor. 
“One reservation Mr? Sparco does 
make:  T am-assumihg for the pur- 

** pose of this:discussion ‘that our im- 

** migration policy is to sontinue with- 
“out any very serious fundaniental 

* change." The assumption may be 
warranted. If ’so, one must at’ least 
ippe that there: will also be no “ seri- 
ous fundamental change ”’ tn our de- 
portation policy.

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LABOR AND THE RAILWAY. BILL, 
The opposition of the railway unions’ , 
to the passage of the bill for the res- 
toration of the railways to private 
control failed to intimidate the House, 


| which passed the bill, 250 to 150. In 


politics the’ Federation assumes the 
balance of power between the two 
dominant parties. That is. the position 
given’ the unions in the division ‘of 
the Labor Board into three sections, 
each of three members. It is obvious 
that labor’s three votes can control the 
position by being cast at will with or]. 
against the public’s or the companies’ 
votes. No doubt the difference in the 
conditions of the. two cases explains 
the reasons why labor rejects in the 
railway case what it would dmpose in 
politics. Domination is the objective 
in both*cases, and is a sufficient‘rea- 
soh to.condemn the idea in both: ‘The 
reason would fail in both eases, if It 
were possible to suppose that the labor 
vote would be cast with a first regard 
to-public interests, ‘but the only réa- 


to give labor® an advantage which 
otherwise it could not get, and at. the 
cost of others.’ 

In politics ‘the’ Federation’: 8 ‘i alth 
will get nothing for it, for the division 
of the Federation vote among 435 Con- 
gressional districts reduces that vote 
in each of them to insignificance. In 
the Presidential vote the total vote is 
so large that the Federation vote 
would be swallowed, even if it were 
massed, as experience has, shown it 
cannot be. Federationists vote as citi- 
zéns, in the protection of the secrecy 
of: the - ballots 
open it discloses that there are as 
many labor factions as Socialist fac- 
tions. 

That is particularly clear in the case 
of the labor clauses of the Railway bill. 
The railway unions are more nearly 
closed -and. complete than in almost 
any other industry, but there are some 
unions not. affiliated’ with the Federa- 
tion, some unorganized workers and 
some whom the Federation wishes to 
force within its control. When the or- 
ganization is in entire control, then it 
is in position’‘to dominate the public 
interests in the mariner already dem- 
onstrated,.and with greater efficiency. 


one hundred workers te act indepen- 
dently of the Federation appears to be 
for the benefit of the organized rail- 
way workers in general. It is particu- 
larly objectionable to the Federation 
because’ it defeats the effort that or- 
ganization has made to unionize the 
classes of railway workers who prefer 
to benefit themselves by promotion in 
the service rather than to limit their 
prospects te: the: average imposed. on 
the “unionized “crafts... Many. railway 
unionists have beeh able to make more 
wages than they could without their 
union membership, and more. than 
their superiors in the lower executive 
positions who get some protection in 
the bill. But the. unionists forfeited-or 
reduced their chances of promotion to 
anything better than the union aver- 
age, although prémotions in the rail- 
way service often lead to. brilliant 
futures. Trackwalkers and water 
boys have been known to rise to high 
executive. positions which are ine 
cessible to unioni&ts. 
a 


ARMY AND NAVY PAY INCREASE. 

The prospect for favorable action by 
Congress upon the Army and Navy 
Pay -bills has been clouded by re- 
luctance upon the part of so-called 
friends of economy in the House to 
approye of any legislation at all upon 
measures of that kind at this session, 


or even .of the consideration of the 


bills by conference committees. It 
has been charged that an attempt was 
being made in the House to prevent 
the naming of conferees and thus to 
‘* kill ** the pay bills. The outlook is 
not as dark as‘that.

** cents.’’ The Wadsworth bill applies 
to the army, navy, Marine Corps, 
Coast Guard and Public Health Serv- 
ice. ‘There is no inflation in it. Its 
provisions for pay increase are mod- 
erate and can be defended, even in the 
presence of a House economist if he 
will: be fair in» argument. Of the 
urgency of relief legislation it need 
only be said now that the present 
schedule: for officers dates back to 
1908, and that it has become woefully 
inadequate because the dollar of 1920 
asa purehasing. medium goes no 
further than half the dollar of 1908. 
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THE PEOPLE’S DOLLARS. 

The . gold miners of the United 
States are asking for a subsidy again, 
this time a novel one, They are pro- 
posing that for five years an excise 
tax of $10-an ounce shall be levied 
for their’ benefit on the gold used in 
the arts. The plea comes when the 
arts are drawing their supply from 
the bank reserves. These are none too 
large and are daily depleted by ex- 
ports of gold sent to countries which 


~| have not the power of drawing gold 


in the present condition of the ex- 
changes. For example, Argentina has 
taken from this country this year 
forty millions gold, although the ex- 
change is now below the shipping 
parity. We owe Argentina either gold 
or goods, but we should not now bé 
sending: gold under ordinary condi- 
tions. The suggestion is that the gold 
is sent on orders from some country 
which is paying its debts with our 
specie, having none of its own, and 
yet being in ‘such trade relations with 
Argentina that it must pay Argentina, 
although it is not paying us. 

The reason for mentioning the Ar- 
gentine exports in connection with 
the request for a tax on the gold used 
in the arts is to show that there are no 
differences in dollars, in whosesoever 
hands and. for whatever uses. 
normal times the currents of. gold are 
as free as the currents in the sea or 
the ether, and sometimes as difficult 
to.explain,..In normal times there is 
an- economic check on such currents. 
which does not exist now, when there 
is such an excess of substitutes for 
gold, domestic money, and such cross- 
currents in international trade that 
the only country of commercial im- 
portance which allows free exports of 
gold may find itself called upon to 
pay debts collectible in sterling when- 
ever ordered to dc so by either side 
of the trade. There would-be no ob- 
jection, if we could collect the gold 
owed to us, but orders to export gold 
on. sterling debts come to us precisely 
because sterling is no longer gold and 
England cannot pay us what she owes. 
This is something to think about at a 
time when the loss of a million dollars 
gold is the same as the reduction of 
bank credits by fifteen to twenty mill- 
ions. Deflation on that scale, and be- 
yond control, is not wanted even by 
sternest critics of inflation. 

-Another and perhaps better present 
reason for disliking thé miners’ re- 
quest for a tax for their benefit is 
that the effect would be to make a 
distinction between their dollars and 
the dollars of everybody else. The 
bullion is the miners’ bullion, but the 
dollars are the people’s dollars, not the 
miners’ dollars. If either dollar ts to 
be exchangeable for more goods, it 
ought. to be the people’s dollar. At 
least’ both dollars ought to be worth 
the same in goods. The miners’ re- 
quest for a grant in aid of mining 
might equally be made by anybody 
who: finds dollars,buying less goods 
than when gold was mined more 
cheaply. .: Everybody else is told to 
work harder in order to make dollars 
buy mére goods, and that counsel is 
good for the miners. A tax to be paid 
to the miners amounts-to the same 
as altering the weight of the dollar for 
their benefit and giving them 4 profit 
by the inflation of the goods Value of 
the. dollars: paid, to them. The infla- 
tion of the miners’ dollars is objection- 
able ‘at a timé when inflation has. 
lightened the worth of tte’ peoplé’s 
dollars in goods, which in effect is the 
same as lightening the weight. The 
weight of the dollar should. not be 
increased nor lessened for anybody’s 
benefit. or on any plea. 2

Struggling Russia, 


Bolshevism the magazine that 


. @s Seen ably represents and 
: makes articulate in 
by Russian. . this country the part 
of the Russian population which always 
has been and remains vehemently op- 
posed to Bolshevism and the Bolsheviki, 
prints in excellent translation a notable 
article written just before his death by 
LEONI ANDRIEV. In it that eminent 
novelist showed that he could deal with 
facts and politics as successfully as with 


imagined personages and scenes, and he|_ 


made at least a little more comprehensi- 
ble by non-Russian minds the recent 
lamentable course of events in the most 
unfortunate of lands. 

Bolshevism and the movement that 
resulted in the Kerensky régime, AN- 
prigev declared, were two sons of the 
same mother—the love of liberty that 
had. so long smoldered in Russian 
hearts. But of the two sons, one was 
Cain, the other Abel, and Cain again 
murdered his brother. The figure was 
admirably worked out in the article, but 
it Was most significant, perhaps, when 
this acute observer drew the distinction 
that KERENSKY headed a revolution, 
founded on thought and constructive in 
intention, looking to-the future, while 
Bolshevism. is' mere mutiny—a sort of 
slave revolt—and, like all such revolts, 
incapable of any productive effort, 
thinking only of today, and with no 


higher ambition than immediate seizing 


and’ consumption of accumulated prop- 
erty.’ Not all the Bolsheviki are scoun- 
drels, he admitted, for among them are 
a few sincere dreamers, ignorant of 
social and economic realities; but he 
insists that all the scoundrels in Rus- 
sia are Bolsheviki, and that it is the 
scoundrels, not the drearners, who give 
to Bolshevism all its characteristics.

When Revolt 
Displaced 


KERENSKY, in the 
opinion of ANDRIEV, as 
in. that of.the better 

informed. critics of 
Revolution. Europe and America, 
made his fatal mistake and brought 
upon Russia its present immeasurable 
woes when he misunderstood the char- 
acter and purposes of General KorNniLoy 
and called upon his own political op- 
ponents, the ,Bolsheviki, to aid him in 
suppressing that would-be protector of 
the revolution as distinguished from the 
mutiny or revolt. The summons was 
obeyed with ¢ager promptness and 
KorniLov and ‘his little army perished. 
From that time the Leninites were able 
to appropriate the slogans of the real 
reyolutionists who had overthrown the 
Czar; and to pretend to be the friends of 
the people, the preservers of democracy, 
the upholders of liberty. It was‘ then 
that what ANDRIEV calls ‘‘ the mutiny ’’— 
the-“ slave revolt ’’—celebrated first 
decisive victory, and in bitter, lespair- 
ing sarcasm he wrote: S 

‘When the confused Krinsky summoned 
to his aid the Bolsheviki in ordér that to- 
gether—the Government and the German 
agents—they might save the Motherland 
and the Revolution from Kornitov, the 
whole thing resembled the delirious chatter 
of the typhoid victim or suicide in a fit of 
epilepsy. All feelings became. perverted 
and the very instinct of self-preservation 
fled from the condemned. Cain, the savior 
and benefacter of Abel! German agents, 
the fathers of the ‘Fatherland! 


With the conclusion 
of Sir Quiver Lopcer’s 
course of lectures in 
a Success. the United States it 

seems timely to supple- 
ment the much adverse criticism and 
some derision which his deferise of 
‘‘ spiritualism” and his interpretation 
of mediumistic ‘‘ communications '’ have 
aroused with a cordial recognition of 
the good temper with which he has 
endured these inevitable assaults.

LANDLORD AND TENANT. 


Former No Longer a Public Bene- 
factor—Complaints. 


To the Editor of The Néew York Times: 

I regret to state that in these times 
calling everybody profiteers, and un- 
doubtedly everybody does profiteer, the 
landlord is attacked more than any 
other merchant, although he is entitled 
to as much consideration as any other 
business man, 

The increases of rent are caused by the 
following increases which add to the 
landlord’s expense, to wit: The interest 
tate on mortgages, which was heretofore 
4 and 4% per cent., has been increased 
by the title and mortgage companies to 
6 per cent., and demanding heavy /|k 
bonuses and fees for extension or replac- 
ing new mortgages and large amortiza- 
tion, and second mortgagees demanding. 
10 per cent. per annum for bonuses plus 
6 per cent. on their mortgages with month- 
ly payments of principal, and lawyers’ 
and title companies’ fees. The increase 
of the rate of taxes and increase of val- 
uation of property. Rental of gas ranges 
has been increased a great deal. Paint- 
ing and plumbing have been increased 
to mare than double. The Superinten- 
dents, firemen, engineers and elevator 
men. have been increased in wages, 
very short hours, inferior service, and 
one day off a week under the labor law. 

The price of coal and its poor quality 
almost has tripled; all kinds of insur- 
ance on buildings have been almost | 
tripled. 

The time has come when people will 
have to cease to be extravagant and buy- 
ing every month new fur coats and $15 
silk shirts, but people will have to pay 
rent. 

Then why ask the landlord to give 
away his commodity for the same old 
dollar? Can you now purchase anything 
at the same price that was purchased 
heretofore? Your very paper has been 
raised from 1 cent to 2 cents,-also its 
advertising space. Then why continually 
criticise the landlord only? Is the cot- 
ton merchant, woolen merchant, or any 
other merchant selling his merchandise 
below the market price? Why demand 
the landlord to undersell his peered 
below the market value? 

Heretofore the landlord was only a 
public benefactor, and the rent he re- 
ceiyed was practically but a tip. He lost 
money, he did not profit by his holdings, 
Alas! that day is gone, dead and forgot- 
ten. 

The landlord today must be considered 
as any other merchant, and that: he 
must profit on his merchandise and get 
what the market will pay'for his com-~ 
modity. ,

EDUCATORS PLAN REFORMS. 


8,000 Delegates from All Parts of 
the Country Expected In Cleveland. 

CLEVELAND, Feb; “22. — More than 
8,000 delegates had registered tenight to 
attend. the semi-centennial meeting. of 
the Department of Superintendence: of 
the National Education Aésociation and 
fifty other policy-determining bodies of 
the. educational field from all parts of 
the equntry. Approximately 8,000 dele- 
gates are expected to be on hand when. 
the first meeting of the-Department of 
Superintendence opens Tuesday morning. 

During the week many leading educa- 
tors of the country. will discuss. educa- 
tional. problems and the convention will 
adopt resolutions respecting solutions. 

The only meeting held today was a 
conference of the Committee on National 
Emergency in Education, representative 
of all’ groups of education, which dis- 
cussed the .questions of shortage and 
salaries of teachers and the Smith- 
Towner bill to create a Secretary of 
Eduéation in the President’s Cabinet. and 
a $100,000,000 annual Federal subsidy 
for public schools. 

Scores of the educators and teachers 
occupied Cleveland pulpits: at services 
this morning and evening. 

The great shortage of teachers, the 
finding of -approximately 50,000 well 
trained teachers to take positions either 
veant or filled with Incompetents now, 
according to prominent educators, and

Genera! Deems It Unwise to Return 
Bodies — Warns of Bitter 
Disappointments. 


Speaking yesterday afternoon at the 
7th Regiment Armory, Park Avenue 
and Sixty-sixth Street, in connection 
with the presentation of 1,667 French 
memorial certificates to the next of kin 
of that number of deceased New York 
soldiers, General John F. O’Ryan, who 
commanded the 27th Division in the war, 
suggested that parents and other rela- 
tives of soldiers who fell in the war 
obtain knowledge of the conditions sur- 
rounding their death before asking that 
their bodies be returned home. 

He admitted that it was natural for 
rélatives to want the bodies of loved 
ones brought home, “ but,’’ he added, 
*“*I would, have you take into considera- 
tion that there was no civilization on 
Hurope’s battlefields. The entire place 
was hell, Neither photographs nor 
motion pictures will ever give you any 
idea of conditions under which our men 
died. Great sorrow and disappointment 
will attend any wholesale removal of 
the dead. However, in the last analysis, 
you are the people to make the decision. 
If you know the facts and then decide 
to have them brought back here, do so.”’ 

General O’Ryan said that almost all 
of the officers of the 27th Division 
favored American cemeteries in France, 
while many of the enlisted men thought 
the final disposal of the dead was a 
matter for relatives to decide. 

** Many of the men who were killed on 
the field of battle were afterward struck 
by shell fire," Generel O’Ryan contin- 
ued. ‘* Some of the self-sacrifices I have 
witnessed almost pass belief. When 
those men came to die they did not 
think of themselves; they thought of 
their. mothers, their fathers, and their 
homeland. Those men at all times main- 
tained a degree of exaltation, and when 
called upon to die did so in an admirable 
fashion.

There can be no doubt that, in a club 
having as large a membership as has the 
New York Yacht Club, at least a few 
may have preferred the Newport course 
because of its exclusiveness, but, on the 
other hand, all who have tnessed pre- 
vious America’s Cup races off Sandy 
Hook must remember, if they can recol- 
lect over a span of seventeen years, that 
the great armada of sightseeing craft, 
or at least some of them, interfered at 
one time or another with the contending 
yachts, and it was this thought, not ex- 
clusiveness, which prompted the N. Y. 
Y. C. to prefer the Newport course. 

if there was. such a great fleet present 
seventeen years ago, it is reasonable to 
suppose that a proportionately greater 
one will be in evidence this Summer, 
particularly when one considers the 
growth of motor boating, but, on the 
other hand, means. for patrolling the 
course have developed ,to an even greater 
extent, and it is safe to say that means 
will. be provided for keeping the course 
reasonably clear. 


.May Modify Gridiron Rules. 

When the Football Rules » Committee 
ecofivenes in March a whole medley of 
proposed changes will receive considera- 
tion. There is a spirit of reconstruction 
following the war in the great college 
game, as there is in the affairs of na- 
tions. Since 1906, when the forward 
pass was legalized and the distance 
needed on downs doubled from five to 
ten yards, the game has been remark- 
ably free from alterations. To be sure, 
the thirty-minute, halves were length- 
ened to thirty-five minutes in 1907, and 
still later cut into quarters, but in_gen- 
eral the rules have been “‘ interpreted ”’ 
rather than changed during the last 
fourteen years. Since 1914 this has been 
actually true, and the rules have been 
allowed to crystallize in” their present 
form. Only such minor improvements 
as eliminating the kickout after a touch- 
back or a safety and putting the ball 
into play always on the 20-yard line and 
the regulation against allowing the head 
coach to walk up and down the side 
lines have been instituted since 1914. 

The two seasons during the war were 
entirély free from changes, but now it 
would seem that the radicals are aimin 
to make up for lost time. Harva 
alumni are under the mc ht with sen- 
sational new proposals, ch, however;

There 
should be no disputes or mistakes pos- 
sible as to outs at the ck, and even 
when the players themselves are inclined 
to be absolutely fair or needlessly gener- 
ous the Keeler telltale should solve the 
difficulty of judging the close ones. 

Squash tennis.is at present in a state 
when every, improvement of details will 
add appreciably to the .vitality of a 
game which has already proved itself 
the most practical indoor recreation for 
the Winter months.

The increased values of ’ stakes an- 
nounced by the various racing associa- 
tions of the Metropolitan Circuit, seem 
generally to have met the demands of 
horsemen throughout the country.

These lists disclose. that no leading

These latter 
have the advanta ‘of a percentage 
taken from the mutuel.machines, -which 
enables them to he very generous: to 
horsemen. As a résult these associa- 
tions have been able to put up purses 
which entice horsemen away from- the 
local tracks) whenever there is a con- 
flict in racing dates. 

The Metropolitan tracks haye’ nq, such 
fund ‘to draw from to increase their 
stake .events. They are dependent on 
the gate receipts, racing in New York 
being supported entirely by public pat- 
ronage. in some past years the associa- 
tions sustained losses, and while this is 
not likely to be the case next season, 
they can hardly be expected to compete 
with Western associations, which have 
a much more liberal income. However, 
the New York promoters have shown a 
willingness to share their profits with 
the horsemen who make the sport pos- 
sible, and té latter seem. to appreciate 
the fact. 

Even though’ Maryland and Kentucky 
will put up larger purses generally, the 
New York tracks will continue to. hold 
the best of the racers. This is indicated 
by the mames of horses nominated for 
stakes to be run at Aqueduct. In the 
long list of names there is not one horse 
missing of any particular merit. All of 
the old: favorites and many which have 
yet to make their reputations, will be 
seen in action. These include such for- 
midable racers as Purchase, Sir Barton 
and Man 
lights, which vied with them for turf 
honors last year and will appear: as 
oe rivals again this season.

ie Baws associations may feel secure in 
the thought tht = ir ne are not 
being made in vain. not only fo 
to content the cerasian ut they serve 
to interest the public.

Representative Watson Protests 
Against Long Holdup of Taxes

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—Repayment 
of $1,000,000 illegally collected Federal 
taxes, representing chiefly overpayments 
in income taxes fn the last three years, 
is provided for in the pending Legisla- 
tive, Executive and Judictal appropria- 
tion bill. This, according to Represen- 
tative Henry W. Watson of Pennsyl- 
vania, who, is a member of the Ways 
and. Means Committee, has spent some 
months investigating, ‘does not represent 
the actual illegal collections by many 
millions.

ROME, Feb. 21.—The bulletin of. the 


International Institute of Agriculture, : 


isstied today, says: 

“ As a consequence of the dislocation 

of rates of ‘exchange, applicable to the 
grain trade, 
countries have to submit to an increase 
fn the cost at the port of shipment vary- 
ing from 12 to 25 per cent., according to 
the country of destination, and as com- 
pared with the amounts payable in De- 
cember last. 

“This enhancement naturally acts as 
a barrier to new business. America, 
with a larger crop of wheat in process of 
distribution, shipped nearly 1,000,000 
tons less during the last six months ‘of 
1919 than for the corresponding period of 
1918. Besides, the wheat stocks in the 
hands of farmers, millers and dealers 
were in January, 1920, larger by 3,750,- 
000 metric tons than in January} 1919. 

“It is estimated that the American 
stocks of rye also are 400,000 tons 
greater than last season. 

“The cereal harvests of the Southern 
Hemisphere were large. The yield of 
barley in Argentina amounted to 240,000 
tons, or 22 per cent. beyond the -yearly 
average. This increase was partly due 
to the increased area under cultivation, 
this being 37 per cent. over the average, 
but it was chiefly the result of the good 
season. No information has-been re- 
ceived about the actual ‘yield in Chile, 
but it is reported the wheat crop is in 


-excellent condition, and that other cere- 


als promise well. 

‘The area under wheat in America is 
much reduced, being 77 per cent. under 
last year. ‘ Decreases in the area sown 
also are reported from Spain, Rumania 
and Egypt. While extensive cultivation 
has occurred in France and Algeria, it 
is most noticeable: in British India, 
where it is 15 per cent. more than last 
year. 

“Crop conditions are reported to be 
fairly favorable in Belgium, Great Brit- 
ain, Ireland, Spain and Italy, and aver-

PRICE CUTS HERE HALTED 


National City Bank Issues State- 
ment Showing the Upward 
Trend Abroad. 


There is little indication that ray ma- 


terial producers abroad will aid the 
American manufacturer to decrease the 
price of his finished product, according 
to a statement prepared by the National 
City Bank. Figures show that raw ma- 
terial prices in other parts of the world 
have advanced steadily since the signing 
of the armistice and are continuing to 
advance. The statement reads in part: 

“The Egyptian cotton grower, who 
had seen his export prices of raav cot- 
ton increase nearly 100. per cent. during 
the war period, could not be persuaded 
that he ought to reduce his price merely 
because the guns had ceased to roar, and 
he continued the boosting process which 
had characterized the war period with 
the result that American importers of 
Egyptian cotton are now paying nearly 
50 per cent. more for that necessity of 
manufacture than at the close of the 
war. The jute gruwers of India are 
also demanding and receiving today an 
advance of more than 50 per cent. on 
their prices at the close of the war. 
Producers of goatskins in Latin Amer- 
ica, China, India, North Africa and 
Southern ‘Europe, not content with an 
increase of 100 per cent. during the war 
period, insisted upon a still further ad- 
vance in celebration of ‘universal peace, 
and were in November, 1919, demanding 
and getting 50 per cent. more than at 
the termination of hostilities in 1918, 
and the quantity brought into the 
United States goes on increasing irre-

The average import 
price of- raw silk, for example, brought 
into the country in November, 1919, was, 
as shown by official figures of the Gov- 
ernment, $9.10 per pound, as against 
$6.09 in November, 1918, and $3.09 in 
the first year of the war and yet the 
quantity imported jn 1919 is greater than 
ever before and nearly twice as much 
as in the pre-war year. 

‘*Goatskins imported, of whith the 
price in the countries of production, chief- 
ly’ Latin America, China, india, North 
Africa’ and Burope, averaged 26 cents 
a pound in the year before the war, ad- 
vancing to an average of 5&4 cents a 
pound in November, 1918, and an aver- 
age of 92 cents a pound in November, 
1919, the increase in price per pound 
in the one year following the war being 
actually greater than that of the entire 
war period of practically five years.

ARTISTS OPPOSE UNION. 


Society of Independents Gives Out 
Result of its Questionnaire. 


Artists in America do not favor a 
union similar to the recently formed 
Union of French Graphic and Plastic 
Artists in Paris, according to a: state- 
ment made yesterday by the Society of 
Independent Artists, Inc:, giving the re- 
sults.of a questionnaire on the subject. 
The organization, which has 550 mem- 
bers, will hold an exhibition in this city 
from March 11'to April 1 at which more 
than a’ thousand pictures, sculptures and 
etchings will be shown. The principles 
of the society are no prizes, no juries 
and alphabetical hanging of exhibits. 

The attitude of those opposed to the 
idea of a union was summed up in the 
reply of Walter Wesley. Dow, Director 
of the Department of Fine Arts, Co- 
lumbia University, who wrote: 

“*I do not think that American artists 
need a union. We have more societies 
than -we know what to do with. It 
simply makes additional trouble and 


takes time that artists would prefer to 
give to their work.’ 

Annetta J. Saint-Gaudens, a sculptor, 
was one of those who tavorel the union 
idea. Not only would it” bring unity 
among artists, she maintained, but it 
would help make the artist a part of 
the life of the people. 


ASK $975,000 TO AID NEEDY. 


Association for Improving Condition 
of Poor Will Open Drive March 5. 


The New York Association for Improv- 
ing the Condition of the Poor will begin 
on March 5 a week’s drive to raise 
$975,000 needed to carry out the work of 
the organization this year. Cornelius N. 
Bliss, Jr., President-of the association, 
announcing this yesterday, said that ex- 
penditures last year totaled $886,888.05, 
and the cost of this year’s work would 
be much greater because of increased 
prices. 

“It is absolutely essential for us to 
appeal at this time to the public for 
funds with which to carry on if we are 
to continue our relief work among the 
4,700 families under our -care and our 
health work among a still larger num- 
ber,’’» Mr, Bliss said. ‘‘ We have béen 
obliged to help families to meet the high 
rentals. This increase amounts to about 
75 per cent.

The new- machine, which is the in. 
vention of Dr. Samuel Friedman of 67 
Hast Ninety-third Street, Neg oar! up a 
block of soft-piled snow in min- 
utes. It alsé demonstrated its ability to 
remove huge piles of ice, The ice piles 
were more an 5 feet high, 12 feet 
wide and 10 to 20 Fg long, me had 
been on the ground two weeks. A truck 
wi pacity of six cubic yards was 
filled with hard ice in one a half 
minutes. Similar trucks were filled with 
soft snow in one minute. 

The city officials watched the work ‘of 

the machine for two hours. terward 
Acting Mayor LaGuardia declared the 
new contrivance to be the invention of 
the day for snow removal. ‘ This is 
the. best I have ever seen,’’ he said." 
Commissioner MacStay, Chairman of the 
Committee on Appliances of the Snow 
Removal Committee, said it was ‘the best 
and only machine of which he knew that 
would remove both snow and. ice, and 
said he would strongly urge its adoption 
by the city. 
- Dr, Friedman said he worked on the 
invention for sixteen years and received 
a patent a short time ago. He obtained 
a@ snow removal contract at the begin- 
ning. of the Winter, but neither of his 
two machines was ready for work until 
yesterday. 

The snow removing machine resembles 

a tractor or army, tank, and is 26 feet 
cldn. 12 feet high, and 10 feet wide. It 
consists of two princi al sections, the 
conveyor which cuts e ice and snow 
as it moves forward and carries it to a 
hopper or platform at the top and rear, 
and the hopper with dumping apparatus, 
which porns 8 the snow carried up b: ng 
conveyor to loaded into a tru 
either side. 

Three men are required to operate the 
machine, a chauffeur to direct it and 
two helpers to look after the conveyor 
and see to the loading of the trucks 
from the hopper.

NEW SING SING DEATHHOUSE 


Fireproof Prison Within Prison to 
House Forty Murderers.

OSSINING, Feb. 22.—Sing Sing is to 
have a new deathhouse, which will be 
a prison within the prison. It will have 
accommodations for women as well as 
men, and it is planned to build it at 
once. 

Charles: F. Rattigan, following a con- 
ference with Major Lewis B. Lawes, the 
Warden; State Architect Lewis Pilcher 


and Senator Henry M. Sage of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee at the prison to 
go over the situation, made public today 
the department’s plans. 





As a murderer, once sentenced to the | 


deathhouse, cannot be taken out of 
there except on a court order, prison 
officials are now badly handicapped in 
properly caring for the condemned men. 

There are only twenty-three cells in 
the new deathhouse, opened five years 
ago, whereas there are twenty-eight con- 
demned men. The result is that five 
have to be Kept in the old abandoned 
deathhouse, which requires extra guards. 

There are no cooking facilities in the 
condemned department. Hence, meals 
are brought in cold. Moreover, there 
are no hospital facilities in the con- 
demned department. The result is that 
if an inmate is taken scriously ill, even 
with a contagious disease, he has to stay 
in his cell. This is a menace to the 
health of the other murdérers. 

The new Sing Sing ‘‘.murderers’ pris- 
on,” as planned, is to be built at once 
somewhere inside the present walls of 
the old prison. It will be a cell- 

block of masonry and steel construction, 
and entirely fireproof. It will have 
forty cells for men and; apart from 
these, there will be two for condemned 
women. 

It will also contain an isolation hos- 
pital room, a dental room, a. kitchen, 
and a death chamber, where the electric 
chair will be located. Outside of the 
new condemned prison, or at least 
around that part used as an exercise 
yard, there will be a wall to keep the 
murderers from getting into the yard of 
the main prison.
